Italian Consul and Colony 


Interested in Case of Man 


Who Asserts He Is Wil- 


liam Portieri. *

SPRINGFIELD, In., July 23.— 


After four persons had pointed In- 
to the face of a little Italian sit- 
ting in the office of Gov. Small 
yesterday ahd positively sworn that 
he was Joe Delbono, wanted for 
the murder of Henry M. Nowlin in 
Vernon County, Mo., Aug. 29, 1922, 
Judge C. M. Jenkins. Director of 
Public Welfare, acting in the name 
of Got. Small, refused 
the requisition of Gov. 
Missouri,

Thus was brought to naught a 
search which has been conducted 
for almost two years by Claude 
Nowlin, formerly of St. Louis, gen- 
eral counsel of the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co., father of the 
17-year-old boy who was shot to 
death by the four Delbono brothers 
on the highway near Nevada, Mo., 
after they had “hogged” the road 
and forced his automobile off „f a 
culvert and into a ditch. 

The man was set at liberty on 
the testimony of fellow-countrymen 
that they knew him as William 
Portieri and that he had been in 
Springfield at the time of the com- 
mission of the crime and the state- 
ments of two witnesses that they 
knew Joe Delbono and that the ac- 


cused man was not Delbono. 


Trailed by Car and License. 

The man was arrested last Tues- 
day at the request of the author- 
ities of Girard, Kan., who gave 
the information that he would be 
driving a Westcott touring car with 
a winter top, license 700116. Sher- 
iff Lemon, leaving the Courthouse 
that day, found the Westcott 
parked beside his own car. Depu- 
tles watched it until the Italian, 
accompanied by his wife and child, 
He was arrested. He

BANK SWINDLED OUT OF

Both Certified Check and Note to 
Cashier of Institution at Ed- 
wardsville Forged. 

A new ruse was worked by a 


swindled to defraud the Bank of 
Edwardsville of $512 Saturday by a 
double forgery of the signature of

Cashier Sanders 
mentioned the check to Weber yes- 
terday. The merchant was sur- 
prised. He declared the check and 
note to be forgeries. Apparéntly 
the swindler did some quick work 
in tracing Weber's signature from 
the “mercantile report.“ Some one 
noted the license number on the 
swindler's car, but the plates wer 
stolen, police records show.

Motion of U. S. Attorney at 
East St. Louis Upheld by 
Federal Judge Lindley. 


A motion of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Potter of East St. 
Louis, to remand to the State 
courts 23 charges against 8. Glenn 
Young, Illinois klan raider, and 
three others, was sustained today 
in an opinion announced by Fed- 
era] Judge Lindley of Danville,

Chicago’s 112 Courses. 

T. LOUISANS who think that 
8 golf is thriving here, where we 

have a dozen private clubs and 
municipal facilities consisting of 
the Forest Park 18-hole and nine- 
hole courses, will be startled when 
they hear the facts about the extent 


to which the game has been devel- 


oped in Chicago. 


In the Chicago district, within 
a radius of 40 miles of the loop, 
there are 112 golf courses. 

Thirteen of these are daily fee 
courses, constructed and pro- 
moted for profit. 

Six of the links are in the 
public parks. 

Four are Forest Preserve 
courses and others are contem- 
plated on portions of the 30,000 
acres at the disposal of the Cook 
County Forest Preserve Com- 
mission. 

Three are suburban commu- 
nity courses and a fourth is un- 
der construction. 


The Forest Preserve. 
T WoO of the courses 


Forest Preserve 

were built by the commis- 
sion and the daily, fee is only 
50 cents. One was constructed 
by the street railway company, 
which figured on transportation 
profit. An arrangement was 
made with the Forest Preserve 
Commission whereby the course 
will revert to the commission 
when the street car company 
gets back its investment through 
daily fees. 

One course was built by pri- 
vate capital on the Forest Pre- 
serve territory, with the same un- 
derstanding. When the promot- 
ers get back their investment 
and 4 fair profit, the course will 
revert to the commission. 

Many interests are eager to 
co-operate in building new golf 
courses on the preserve terri- 
tory. The real estate man sees 
a chance to sell home lots. The 
street car company sees heavy 
Saturday and Sunday travel. 


862,000 Profit in Year. 


Then there is a good profit in 
the daily fee course. The Har- 
lem Golf Club is re_orted to 
have cleared $62,000 last year. 
Other daily fee courses were all 
built within the last three years 
and they are all thriving. They 
are crowded on Saturdays and 
Sundays and have a fair play 
during the week. Not one has 
failed to make money. 


Persons wishing to play fre- 
quently had difficulty in arrans- 
ing a date convenient, and 80 
eight of the daily fee courses af- 
filiated and now there is a book- 
ing agent, who informs players 
as to which courses are least 
crowded, and registers them for 
play. 

The average fee on these 
courses is $1 on week days and 

$2 on Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. 


The Public Park Courses. 


At the public park courses, 
controlled by the Park Board, 
the charge is 15 cents a round 
for the nine-hole course and 25 
cents for the 18-hole course. 
There is an 18-hole and a nine- 
hole course at Jackson Park; 18 
holes at Marquette and nine- 
hole courses at Lincoln, Garfield, 
and Columbus parks. 

Formerly it was possible to 
sign up a week or more in ad- 
vance forthe park courses. There 
was a registration book and 
every other place was for signa- 
tures in advance. At 9:10, 9:20, 
9:30 and so on foursomes were 
booked a week or more ahead of 
time, each player paying 10 
cents extra for the advance privi- 
lege. The intervening starting 
times were resefved for signa- 
tures on the day of playing. 
There were so many complaints 
against advance signatures on 
the ground that those who got to 
the book first could monopolize 
the links that this year the Park 
Board changed the system and 
you have to sign up the day you 
wish to play. You pay the 15 
or 25 cents when you sign and 
if you don't show up on time 
you forfeit the money. Players 
start in foursomes, at®five-min- 
ute intervals. 

Formerly they even sold de- 
faults at the course and there 
was a long string of default pur- 
chasers every Saturday and Sun-
